The Canon Collins Controversy-IV

ously to modify his views on the failure of the Anglican Church here to 
practige what he greaches. Its attitude to colour is theoretically admirable. 
Ithas been repeatedly and lucidly set forth by various bishops of the Church of 
the Province of South Africa. Canon Collins would, 1 think, allow that Anglic: 
ecclesiastics have given an important verbal lead against social and economic 
justice perpetrated on grounds of raze. But he certainly maintains what he said 
in September 1953, that the Church has failed practically. > 
It has failed primarily because, despite a few conspicuous and honourable 
ceptions, it does not in its worship and pastoral work testify to the unity of 
Christians in Christ which it professes. Few Anglican Churches provide even 
separate services for the different race groups; fewer still regularly conduct inter- 
racial,worship. In this respect, both the Roman Catholics, who generally have 
mixed services, and the Dutch Reformed Churches which believe that God ordained 
separate and unequal races “in order to demonstrate His sole supreme Supremacy 
and glorify His Own Divinity” and which therefore strictly observe racial segrega- 
lion in Church (as in other) matters, 1 mote consistently practise their proclaimed 
ethies than the Anglicans. Individual Anglican lay voices have been raised arguing 
that unity in Christ isa spiritual and not a secular conception, which carries no

practical implications for this world, But the voice of the Anglican Church, speak- 


ing through its leaders, quite eaplicitly rejects this heresy and repudiates personal 
apartheid in creed and deed. Yet the stark and irrefutable fact of its open practice 
in most Anglican churches constitutes an offence to the Christian conscience on 
which Canon Collins insists. For he sees that, unless the Church gives a prac- 
tical lead by putting its own house ii order, Anglicans will feel no urgent duty to 
combat racialism in temporal affairs; nor will Africans respect a Church which, as 
‘one African Anglican priest told Collins, “is riddled with the colour bar,” The 
colour bar is not merely a legal deprivation, of civil rights and opportunities, it is 
an arspicitual attitude and a mental disease which infects the majority of Anglican 
laymen with “a boss-minded outlook." African Christians, even priests, do not 
fail to perceive their inferior status as human beings in the one place where such 
differentiation might be thought as inadmissable as it is inexcusable. 

Now, itis no answer to this charge to point to the admitted complexity of 
‘our situation and “the security of Canon Collins in his cathedral six thousand miles, 
away." It may be a little easier to be outspoken in London, But even that is not 
without its penalties; and Canon Collins’ chances of preferment to the high offi- 
ces his talents would otherwise command have perhaps been prejudiced by hi 
persistent attacks on racialism in the churches and policies of territories under Bri 
tish control, Nor will 1 do to lay the whole blame, as one Churcit Times! leader 
did, on the white South Afican laity, Undoubtedly principally to blame. 2 
Bur there are Anglican clergy why have betrayed their principles om racial issues, 
and many more who, forgetful that they serve Him who was sent to bring nat

Segregation Or No Segregation 
Carrier Midway Docked At Capetown 


Te American senators protested on Friday, January tf at a reported 





by the United States Navy to segregate goo non-White members 
of the crew of the carrier Midway when 
Saturday. 

Senator Herbert Lehman (Democrat) sent a telegram to the Seefetary of the 
Navy, Mr. Charles Thomas, saying that to treat Negro crew members differently 
from White in South Africa, where there are strict race segregation laws, would 
violate the Navy's announced policy of non-discrimination and integration, 

Senator Hubert Humphrey (Democrat) also protested in letters to Mr. 
and to the Secretary of State, Mr. John Foster Dulles. He asked that “imme- 
diate steps be taken to see that equal treatment is given to American service 
personnel allowed shore leave in South Africa, or eliminate Capetown as a port 
of call." 

He wrote: “To me this is a shocking example of diserimi 
not be tolerated by our Government. Every American soldier or sailor is an 
American regardless of race, colour ur creed, and is entitled to be respected and 
treated as such anywhefe in the world." 

Mr. Clarance Mitchell, Director of the Washington Bureau of the National 
Association for the Advancement of Coloured People, also urged Mr. Thomis not 
to let the carrier dock at Capetown,

Mr. Mitchell said "we must not permit the Coloured, Jewish, Protestant and 
Catholic freemen of the United States to stain the shoe soles on the hate polluted 
soil of the Union of South Africa.” 

A Navy Department spokesman said the carrier would stop at Capetown in 
spite of this protest. 

‘The commanding officer of the United States aircraft carrier Midway, Cape 
Reynold D. Hogle, and the American Consul-Genera! in Capetown, Mr. John 
Stone, said on Saturday that they were completely satisfied with the arrangements 
made for the entertainment of the 4oo non-White nembers of the carrier's crew 
during her two-day stay in Capetown,

What action then is open to ust 

The answer to this question 
lies clear as crystal in the writings 
of Mabatma Gandhi. He would 
begin by warning us to avoid 
violeace for the right reasons. Not 
simply because the other side 
‘was stropger, but becauze violence 
is a weong principle, an outdated 
principle, In cur country, where 
‘30 maby different human types 
ust learn to Jive at peace with 
each other, thore isan even moré 
compelling reason for avoiding 
Violence than existed in other 
countries. Every act of violence 
eogenders hateed, stimulates the 
desire for revenge. For every act 
of violeace is injustice agaiot 
someone. And what are we fight- 
ing against if it is not injustice? 

Remember that the cause of 
the Afrikaners was, Gly years 
ago, a just cause, that in theie 
heroic struggle against the geeat- 
fst world power of those days 
they had the sympatby of the 
whole non-English world, aed of 
many of ‘the finest Englishmen 
too, Remember this, and look 
at theie cause today |

Are they 
to Be made foto racial hostages by 
3a Altican Hitlerism? 

All To Blame 

Let us finally avoid hatred. 1 
sealise tbat many will blame me 
for saying this, but I sball say it 
evertheless. It is not only. 
Siriidom, not only the fanatical 
Nats, who are to blame for the 
sess that we ace in. Every 
hhuntan being in South Afties is 
to blame, in greater or in leis 
degcee. We are to blame be- 
cause we draw our food and drink 
from this country, and if We 
meso what we say whea We say 
the whole system is unjust, heb, 
wwe ate drawing our nourishment 
from an unjust systen, Even the 
‘most oppressed among us, the 
poorest still has the opportunity 
to leave, or to place his owa body 
in the path of the evil juggernaut 
and do his little bit to sop

these acts ate in some way ce- 
‘sponsible for che evil aystem in 
which we live, Ido not of course 
equate the {lt of all—some have 
actually taken the food away froes 
little school childees, on the 
wtounds that because a Black 
child sleeps much it does not 
seed food in the same vay that 4 
White ebild needs it. Obastly 
crimes are daily reported (0 have 
bven committed by the povteful 
top the voiceless, and the courts of 
the land do aot punish equily.

The all-powstful police state and the system of dictatorship ruling by 
force and fear, practising injustice and cruelty aad undermiaiog the integrity of the human spi 
this is the great enemy oa the march 

‘The victory of the Allies in the second World War demoostrated that even the most powerful 
and effcieat forecs ever orgavized for attack were not sulficeat to crush the human spicit, The free 
way of life was saved for all mankind. 

But malitary victory did not put aa end to the craving for dictitorsbip in the human heart 
‘There are today, as there were thea, powerful interests still convinced that the keeatest advantages 
ace to be achieved through force and fear, through the suppeession of the masses and through’ the 
Keepiog of the people ia ignorance. We are today faced with the same steuggle, the same basic 
principles are involved, and the same geeat danger of the easlavement of theminds of mea by the 
evil forces ia the world confroots us. 

‘he need for world stability and the desire (0 escape wat requites 0 exaphasis The 
need for relief from fear is also recognized. But the need for the comiag in of the aew era of 
sharing through co operation’on a world-wide scale must be cattied more effectively ioto the minds

‘This needs education ia world affaics and deepened appreciation of practical way of 
meeting world needs must be organized in term of the use of goodwill. A larger group of thickers 
must be reacbed in this way because itis useless to expect rzpht national action if there are aot 
‘enough people in the nation to aourd the necessary note by theie thinkiog, by theie attitude to life, 
their desice for a better world, and heir words and actions ia support of those things. 

“The recogaition must come to these leaders that it is more itmpottant (0 live deceatly togetber 
than to bave money; that itis more important 16 co-operate for cultural purposes than 10 combioe 
for more physical comforts, physical pleasures and mechanical refinements... is mote important 
to be self-respecting than it isto place tbe rexpossibility for bad situations on somebody el 

i sportant to have aa honest goverament chan it is to perpetuate pol 
It fs more important to educate our youth for warld citizeuthip and an active 
espoasibility for the general welfare than it 1s to give them the ability o gain personal prestige or 
to compete for money... .Itis more Tmportaat to help people to bave personal experience of spirin 
tual realities than it is to support chuich erganizatons or champion worn-out church dactriaes 
s more important for the proples of the d ferent 1aces and the different religions to understand 
ther and to co operate with each other than it 15 to perpetuate the fancied superiarites of 
their own racial and religious anchorages. 

The world is searching for a new vision and a better way. Humanity longs to give up he 
‘ancient habit of selfish competition for supremacy aud for personal and national gain, ‘The people 
are ceady and willing to co-operate across the sational borders. There is mote fear tedsy of gov 
traments aod of the powerful business ioterests controlling governments than of the people thems 
selves ia any land : 
ateat in th: hearts of all people and idcreasiagly active and recognized everywhere is the 
God-given quality of individual goodwill, This gsodwill ia the buman Heart expresses itself again 
and azaia eves in the presence of geeat danger and fear and starvation, — Ic is wrong thought beced 
on false teaching which smothers it. The power of goodwill is more abundant than is realizid ae 
‘more poteat than fear or greed when once its value i given conscious recogeition, This bueaa 
quality cf goodwill whea aroused and used will furnish the dynamic sav.ng force, 

ight action must follow right thought. The man- who habitually thioks greedily abcut 
lufe and events lives a greedy life and eventtally becomes disgusting aad unwanted. He ceds ia 
miserable isolation.” So also a nation focussed on jis owa gain and power at the expense of oiler 
sationa must exd by being hated and broken. g E

Western Areas Condemned 


ie a message to a well attended mass meeting convened on Thursday, February 








10, to ‘protest against the Western Areas Removal Scheme, in Gandhi Mall, 

Durban, by the African Narional Congress, Congress of Demerats and Natal 
Indian Congress, Dr. G. M. Naicker, banned President of the Natal Indian Con- 
ithe evil doctrine of apartheid and all the ervelties and injustice that go with 
it must be exposed and eradizated so that free men and women of all races and 
colour will work together for the peaceful progress of the land of their birth. 

“The sliameless manner in which the Government is carrying the removal 
programme in the Western Areas," continued Dr. Naicker, “must indeed be a 
shocking reminder,to all democrats and progressives, of the fascist and dictatorial 
trend in this country.” 

“I wish to take this opportunity," said Dr. Naicker,'“of repudiating the false 
allegations made by the Minister of Justice in Parliament to the effect that violence 
was contemplated against the removal scheme and for that reason all gatherings 
on the Rand were banned for a period of 20 days. We wish to emphatically state 
that at no stage did we in the liberatory movement ever threaten to use violence 
and I Have no doubt that however provocative the Government and its unsym- 
pathetic police force may become our people will always maintain moral discipline 
and self control." 

~ “De, Naicker warned that the Nationalists policy is completely reactionary 
ts phliosophy is allowed to go unchecked it can only end in chaos and the 
ulimate ruin of South Africa, and further warned that the Government should take 
heed of the trend of world thought and opinion against them. ‘Our mainstay 
said Dr. Naicker, “is democracy—a way of life that will give each and every indi 
Sividual irrespective of race, colour or creed the greatest possible opportunity to 
develop himself in all aspects of life. Although bans, restrictions and disabilities 
have been imposed on individuals, and although we have witnessed at Western 
Areas the Government's determination to exercise its authoritarian power militantly 
and arbitrarily the yearning of the people for freedom is increasing day by day and 
they have become more and more awakened to the need for freeing themselves 
from political shackles and economic and social degradation,” 

Mr. H. E. Mall said, “we have met here to express our condemnation of 
the Government's policies to uproot settled 2ommunities in the Western Areas 
and when a Govérnment tramples on the rights of people and ‘injustices are 
perpetrated against the people it is the'duty of all to come and express theinselves 
unequivocally against such trampling of rights, And when they passed laws against 
the Indian people they said that they were doing so in the interests of the Indi 
people, yet we know that the history of Indian people over the last so years-in 
South Africa is a history of deprivation of rights and a history of the misery of 
our people. , 

“When we come to meetings such as these to raise our voices in protest 
against these unjust laws in a peaceful way we are banned and called agitatora 
and then we are told that thésé injustices are done by the Ministers in the interests 
of our people,” concluded Mr. Mall. ¥

T of the tragic drama 

of the removal to 
Meadowlands of hundreds 
of African families from So- 
phiatown, one of the West- 
ern Areas of Johannesburg, 
has been completed. And 
how tragic it has all beea 
for all those who were re- 
‘moved and for the specta- 
tors! The second part, 
about which the writer can 
speak with some authority 
having been present at the 
seene, was not as grim us 
was the first part. (nthe fiest 
part the heavens seemed to 
have wept in the form of 
rain, The St. Cyprian Chureh 
and the school building 
gave the appearance of the 
presence of Goil with the 
+ priests 
two fo 
Huddleston and 
Sidebotham with all their 
kind assistants working en- 
ergetically to give shelter 
to those who escaped from 
falling into the clutches 
of the tyrant, giving the 
appearauce of His angels. 
‘These formed about thirty to 
forty families, out of a 
hundred and fifty who were 
reported to have been re 
moved. Had there been room 
enough ard time enough— 
for the people were taken 
unawares, notices to get 
readyto quit being issued 
oily the previous night— 
many more would have been 
saved. Many of those who 
Iefi were those who had less 
faith in God and more faith 
in the tyrant, who had suc- 
ceeded in mystifying them 
by his sweet stories about

The Minister of Justice, 
Mr, C. R. Swart, was‘ealled 
upon in Parliament to ex- 
plain what all the military 
display. of 2,039 fully armed 
police, adozen at every street 
comer blocking the move- 
ments of free people engaged 
in theie daily routine work, 
and yet elaiming, thar 98 per 
cent ofthe people who were 
to be removed were most 
“willing” to go and were not 
being forced ¢0 go, meant, 
Me. Swart had no first hand 
knowledge of the state of 
affairs, “He had wo rely

ordinates supplied — him 
with, Those who had W 
nessed the scene were not 
much impressed by what 
Mr. Swart had to say, It 
seemed to be fullof unteuths 
and half-truths” which are 
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worse than untruths. Surely 
if the authorities clain that 
the people were armed 
with weapons and that 
there was a dinger of vio- 
lence breaking out which 
necessitated such 2 display, 
they might even now-satisly 
the public by disclosing 
these weapons held by the 
people. If they cannot do 
so the public are ‘fully 
justified in believing that 
the whole story was just a 
fabrication, 

The second part was 
enacted with slightly less 
military display’ than the 
first—all the roads leading 
tothe places of removal yards 
away were guarded by about 
adoven armed pulice in cach 
place. It certainly did 
not give an outsider, the im- 
pression that a willing 
people were being removed. 
It rather gave one the im- 
pression that prisoners were 
being removed from one 
camp to another. 











Our Conclusion 

The conclusion we can 
come to is that the authori 
ties not only lacked faith ia 
God but were such cowards 
that they had no 
either in themselves or 
even in their armed force. 
‘They saw red where there 
was no red; fire where there 
was no fire. ‘They made a 
laughing stock of them- 
selves throughout the world. 
Ik is true that some 
of the people who have 
gone to Meadowlands have 
gone-there willingly. Buy 
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such have not been ac- 
quainted with the condi- 
tions that were going to 
apply to them. They were 
itterly ignorant of them. 
Besides how did it help 
them if they were unwilling? 
They were homeless. The 
Government had purchased 
-the properties occupied by 
them and-they were given 
notice toquit, Where else 
could they go? Where does 
the question of willingness 
or unwillingness come in 
atall? They had either to 
go quietly or be removed by 
force. If they resisted they 
Would have to undergo un 
told physical sufferings, 
They would have to, per- 
haps, see their families kill- 
ed and be killed themselves, 
A Scone For The 

Gods To See 

When they “have ac- 
quired the strength to 
do that quietly without 
raising even a finger against 
the tyrant, it will be 
a scene for the Gods to 
see, This will then become 
afree esuntry for all God's 
children with no distinctions 
based’ on class, colour or 
creed, “here will be not a 
White or a Black democracy 
ora White or a Black Re- 
public.

All the 
incidents, except thé motor-cycle one, occurted within afew recent 
months, If these are the observations ef oae petton in one small 
tow, what is the total surn of ill-feeling being sown, and ofter. deli- 
berately sowa, by agpressive-minded on either side of the colour bar? 
AFT have picked out white assaults ia particular, it is aot because T 
am weaware of the problem in reverse; but because, as a white man, T 
amborrified at the casual callousness or apaiby of so many of my 
fellow-whites, who not oaly chim to be superior and civilised but 
have a monopoly ef power and politcal responsibilty. 

There is a contempt for non-whites among some which is as 
morally dangerous (0 us as it unpleasant for them. Tt is typified in 
the attitude of a woman shop-assistant who discovered that ber cus- 
tomer was buying china cups for the use of her servants. “That'll 
be the day when I buy china for kaffics,” was ber quite gratuitous 
remark, “Tin mugs for them, the black trash," (Agaio, tbat insult- 
ing Afrikaans phrase.) Yet these sort of people are well known, 
apparently normal and accepted ia local society where, indeed, theit 
‘eutlook is by no means wotypical.” Tt is“loug‘since time that we 
ecogoised this racialism for the mental disease it is aed launched a 
Positive campaign against it, as we do against cancer, T.B, etc.

Dr, Donges On Assisted 
Emigration Scheme 


JHE Minister of the Toterior, 

Dr. T. E, Dooges, said in 
Capetowa that 35 from April 1 
the bonuses payable to Indians 
who emigeate trom the Usion to 
Todia would revert to the former 
figure of £20 for sn adult and 
£10 fora child under 16. 

Ta 1949, the boows was 
creased t9 £40 for an adult and 
£20 for a child under 16, but it 
had not bad much effect ja en 
couraging Jadian emigration, the 
‘Minister said at a Press confer- 

Conditions in Fadia seemed to 
put off Indites 

Ta the past, the experience had 
been that it vias mostly tho aged 
Tadians who made use of the 
facilities to emigrate 10 Todia 10 
that they could end their days in 
the land of thelr fathers 

“There did not appear to be any 
spontaneous move on the part oF

When the scheme was frst in- 
troduced ia 1914, the bonus was 
fieed at £3 per person, with a 
maximum of £20 for 2 family. 

To 1927 it was increased to £10 
per person, with a maximum of 
£50 for a family. In 1927 it 
‘was again increased to £20 for 
an adult and £10 for a child 
under 16, 

In addition to the bonus money 
a free passage was provided. 











The oumber of Indians who 
made use of the scheme became 
less and less and, in 1940, the 
scheme was suspended, owing to 
the lack of shipping and other 
‘war-time difficulties. 

Ic came ioto operation again ia 
1946, but lige use was made of 
it, To encourage Indian emigrs- 
tion, the boaus money was 
doubled in 1949, afer which the 
‘number of Indians who emipested 
rose t0 200 in one year and then 
declined. —Sapa.

On Olive Schreiner’s Birthday

South Africa's social and moral ideals are sinking, We 
ate narrowing our politcal and'sociai rights, We are trying 19 
withdraw even educational advantages from the masa of our 
pecple, who ate the Natives....When webave dlapestessed the 
Native of bis land, we may get ebeap labour for the mine-owners 
and the farmers, but we shall have created such 2 tercible pr 
letariat as will be our ultimate undoing." 











© Olive Seheeiner wrote in 1912, That letter indicates the out- 
Yook of the great woman, the centenary of whose birth falls on 
March 24. 

Olive Schreiner was gifted with prophetic insight. Piercing. all 
pretences, she looked straight into the heart of things. She never 
hesitated to call political oppression or econemic exploitation of socia 
injustice by their proper names 
For instance, she saw the Anglo- 
Boer war coming and she warned 
the British that they would be 
committing “political suicide" 
Sobth Africa wf they deliberately 
embarked on such an uojust war 
against the small Boer republics. 
Although she valued liberalism as 
part of the British tradition, sbe 
also koe what damage British 
impetialiam was doing in South 
Aftica, She condemned the “ag- 
“gressive capitalists, for whon the 
Native is not a pérson pated or 
beloved, but a commercial asset. 
To these persons (she wrote), 
the Native question sums itself 
up in two words, cheap labout 
Theit view of the Native question is 3s clearcut and simple 
as the outline of’ a gallows. There is 0 intricacy or 30m 
iment about it, The Native #8 the machine through the action 
‘of which companies and speculators have to extract the wealth of 
‘South Attica; and the more the machinery costs to keep at work, the 
smaller the percentage of South African wealth which reaches the 
hands of the speculators, For them the Native preblem is in 2 aut 
shell: Ta how far aed by what means ean the rate ef Native wages 
he diminished, so raisiog profits 7” 

Olive Seheeiner predicted that this gecedy attitude, normal under 
the economic system of her day and ours, “would increase in its 
importance and in the virulence of its evil effects with every year 
that pastes. The small cloud upon the horison, today no bigger 
hand, will in forty yéars oversptead the whole of our 
unless some great and at present unforeseen revolution 
should eccur. It is upon the skill with which white man acd black 
rman combine to avert the thestened evil that the fate of Africa in 
the middle of next (Je. the swenteth) century will depend.” *

+ Olive Schreiner was respected in her own day because her moral 
streogth and ber intellectual integrity were plain to all who felt the 
influence of bse personality or her pen. But she was never a'populee 
figure. No one in South Africa ever will be “popular,” io the 
ccaventionsl, middle-class sense, who condemns the Britith a¢ well 
as the Afrikaners for theie political faults. . And in her day the 
Africans and the Coloured people snd tbe Todiaos bad sot yet 
emerged 8a political force capable of choosing 2nd applauding their 
own heroes and heroines, 














‘The most astonisbiog thing about this pioneer vas not bee 
al wisdom on ber demand for equality between women and

‘of het life and work undoubtedly were. The most astonishing thing 
about Olive Schreiner wat the fact that she bad aevee bad the 
advantage of any formal education She went neither to school nor 
toa uoiversity, All her life she was short of money.

‘women, namely, 28 2 governess ina private family, Sometimes, 

uch 2 post, abe slept in bat was the equivalent of 3 
servant's room ia white people's homes today. 











‘These is surely 2 tremendous leiton to be learat from Oli 
Schreiner’s fe, Ie is how much one person of high courage and 
noble determination can accomplish in spite of heavy handicaps, 
Olive Scheeiner made ber pen a sword and with it, a1 ber only 
‘weapon, sbe took a gallant part in the unending wat for the liberation 
‘of humanity. Hee words were effective because she told the truth. 
"Te never pays the man who speaks'the teuth,” she wrote, “but i 
pays humanity that the (eurh should be spoken.” cd on another 
accasion she said: "When one acts in obedience to ope's conscience, 
one never regrets it” Now a hundred years after hee birth and a 
Reneration alter hee death, enlightened South Afticsns salute Olive 
Schreiner's lasting achievement. In doing so let us recognize that 
the truest service we can render her memory is to carry on working 
for the same airs and ideals that she set before her own clear eyes.

hasnt of the most alert minds 
ia Tadia today and a versitile 
personality —Sebolar, historian, 
diplomat, politician, ‘Ia a book 
about Commusist Chiva a rela- 
tion by marriage to the Todian 
Prime Minister quoted the latter 
as saying that Panikkae would be 
2 Commusist in Peking, a Mos- 
Tem Brother ia Cairo and a Fascist 
ia Madrid, The remark, which 
Mr. Nebru has repudiated and 
Ind withdrawn from later editions 
ofthe book, is untrur and un- 
worthy. But it contaios this 
graia of substance, that Sardar 
Panikkar is deeply ead in Asian 
history and understands bewer 
thaa most living mea bow ia 
exatably founded in the past ate 
saaay of the political auitudes of 
today, The fruit of his learning 
appeared last year in a book!, 
‘which was at once recognised 35 
fof first importance and whieh 
should bz compulsory readiog for 
all commentators on contem= 
porary Asian events. 

Ay a literary achievement the 
book is somewbar uneven It 
brats signs of haviog bea put 
together at intervals in a busy 
fe as India's ambassador fist t0 
Ciiaa and then to Egypt. The 
best and most cobesive section on 
the re aed decline of European 
empires in Avia oceupies 300 
piges ard might well bave bee 
published y a separate book on 
this theme’ There follows a dis- 
appointingly issdequate section 
of some 60 pages on the transfer 
of power from European to Asian 
hands This subject bas been 
huandied mush more brilhantly by 
Sadar Pauikkar's great feiead, 
Me Guy Woot, in 2 book® ori- 
pioally published ia 1947 and 
receatly republished in a revised 
farm, Posubly tbe existeace of 
this book expressing views cor 
respondiag ety closely to bis 
ows, though with differing 
emphasis, persuaded Pamikkar not 
to expand his chapters cn th's 
pPétied, Nearly ahuedred page 
a the history of Christian 
siossia Asia,though the fll many 
gps in the story and pint 3 
Picture very different from the 

the West is

a0 otherwise, charming. personal 
record of the transition years by 
fone of Mr. Nehtu's nieces In 
this case, we ia South Africa 
should perhaps undessiand more 
easily than many others that, Ike 
Nutioaahst politicians of the post- 
‘Uaion years the generation whieh 
followed is more givea to rancout 
aod less to magoaniity than 
those who bore the actual burden 
of the ight. Mes. Sabgal watebed

Rev-Father Trevor Huddleston, who bad been invited to open the eighth Avnual Provincial 
CCoaferense ofthe Natl Iodian Congress, which was held in Durban during the last week-end, was 
fot able to attend personaly. His writen address was read before the Coterence } 

O67 T is essentiad,” Father Huddleston stated, “that all of us who care about 

ll freedom should stand fast row on all matters of principle......lt‘is my 

absolue conviction that the Government, by undermining certain bas 
principles of human liberty now, in this our day arid generation, is in fact attempt- 
ing to shackle and enslave the non-European peoples of South Alrica for genera- 
tions, Yet, again and again, the Government is succeeding in persuading not only 
its own supporters but Inrge numbers of European (even many who would regard 
themselves as “liberal” that its policies are for the real benefit of all races in this 
country. ‘Thus, the Western Areas Removal Scheme is put across asa beneficent 
act of slum clearance: Meadowlands is an earthly paradise: those who oppose the 
measure are immoral and dishonest agitators secking their own advantage. Thus, 
too, the Bantu Education Act iy an advance in Native Education: is a liberalism 
from the outmoded form of control exercised by the missionaries: is a path to 
greater and wider opportunities for the African in all walls of life.” Thus. agi 
the whole ‘apartheid’ policy and the implementation of the various Acts which 
enforce it is designed not to hinder but to-help self-development: provided always 
that such self-development is within a particular racial are: 

‘And—on the whole—the English-speaking press of this country is very willing 
to give prominence to what it likes to call "the positive aspects of apartheid.” [t 
soothes white conscience to think that the compulsory eviction of 60,000 pebple 
tom their homes is ‘slim-clearance.’ Ie soothes the mind of the average white 
South African to believe that Native Education is now to be controlled by ‘experts’ 
who ‘know the Native’ rather than by hotcheaded missidnaries with liberal ideas. 
itis a comfort to0 to think that the Indian problem is to be caught up in the wider 
net of Group Areas proposals which will make it so much easier to control. 

“And—let us not be afraid of facing it—arguments are put across persuasively 
cnough to influence even non-European opinion towards a lavourable view of 
certain aspects of Government polity: to a discrediting of Congress: to, at the very 
least, an apathetic, fatalistic attitude of acceptance. 

“And why docs this huppen? Is it not because people are all the while being 
deluded into a forgetfulness of principle? ‘Chis at least is what I believe, And it 
seems to me that the chief work of your Congress—a work for which you are 
peculacily welt fitted should be to reaffirm those principles again and again upon 
‘which liberation alone can and must rest,

Pleasant Relations 


On Europese-owned farms on

Hatred, Not Hydrogen, Is The Fatal Explosive 


N all the widening international debate on the H-bomb, a central issue seems 
ll to be avoided. It is not hydrogen, but hatred, which threatens the future of 
mankind, We cannot go on building up hateful auitudes without making a 
fateful explosion unavoidable. Sir Winston Churchill's finest rhetoric eannot mask 
the specious character of the hope he expressed to the House of Commons—that 
by a “sublime irony" it may develop that “safety will be the sturdy child of terror 
and survival the twin brother of annihilation.” This is only a newer restatement 
ofan old fallacy—that to preserve pease, prepare for war. ‘The accumulation of 
armament, the steady stepping up of tension, the increase in fear have often made 
war inescapable over some slight incident which might have been passed over safely, 
in other circumstances, particularly if the great Powers were not so well prepared. 
Nuclear fission and fusion hive changed nothing whatsoever in the mature of 
man, When tension builds up to a certain point, the long-expected war comes 
almost as a physical and organic relief, Civilizations have destroyed themselves 
before: the risk of death and annihilation is a commonplace to the soldier; that 
Jarger annihilation, perhaps of all mankind, is only an abstraction to the individual, 
‘The same men who would go bravely into death in battle cringe like the worst 
cowards before the more onerous duty of serving their country by speaking un- 
popular truths, 

If we go on developing in the United States the mental climate of the cold war, 
building up a picture of the Soviet bloc as a monstrous society, permitting military 
men and priests (in the immemorial fashion of their kind) to create the notion that 
the alternative to war is “‘slaver this contlict (like virwally every other war 
mankind has known) is-a holy crusade, then war will become inescapable, 

Ie is a fallacy to believe that there can be peaceful co-existence in a world 
split between heavily armed Powers glowering with jealousy, suspicion and hatred 
across the line between them. Peace is only possible with charity, and charit 
this context means a readiness to understand how these new revolutionary 
Seveloped, to sce the good as well as the evil in them, in short to take a pragmatic, 
adult, humane and compassionate view of our fellow tra tiny and 
perhaps-already fated planet—and above all to recognise the quite fantastically 
swollen mote in our own eye when we talk glibly of ourselves as the “free world.’ 

Our scientists, months later, have begun to echo Mr. Nehrw's plan fora stand- 
still agreement on further atomic tests. The more tests,the more we frighten o 
selves and others toward war; the more “total” the weapons become, the more 
sinucting the whisper that may be we had better drop one first before the enemy does. 
But basically we need most a standstill agreement on the propagation of hatred 

The Russians were hooted down when they proposed a ban on war propayanda 
atthe UN some years ago; admittedly such a ban could not be reconciled with a 
free press. But to say that is to stop at half-truths, ‘The fact is that our yovern- 
ment gives the line to public opinion, and that the same people who recoiled from 
banning war propagand: have been doing their best to ban peace propaganda. The 
witch hunt has made talk of peace dangerous and shrivelled up the peace move- 
ment. Yet what is said her: for a comparative handtul ought to be a major topic 
of debate on press and radio. Our own hateed, skilfully and perpetually fostered 
in all we read and hear, may yer be our destruction; this is the fatal explosive.

While being grateful 
to those African students who 
have gone out to defend lodia 
the latter need take no.offence at 
the adverse evticism the bas been 
subjected to but accept it in 
good spirit and do everythiog 
posible to cledt the aie, The 
latest reports go to show, we ate 
happy to note, that that is what 
is being done.

Actually, for Future potio vie~ 
tums, thete is mote hope thas fear 
from my story. Te was not reale 
ined in 1945 that absolute gst 
essential from the earliest stages

My bigh temperature was ori 
sinally thought te be one of the 
several fevers common ia Iadia, 
Loss of motive power, frst felt in 
the legs, was dizgaosed merely 
as weakeess. My wife war ene 
couraged to help me 10 the bath, 
Later, when the breathing started 
to get difficult, medical practice 
then waz to discourage use of an 
fron Tung until it became une 
avoidable, in the mistaken belief 
that 2 patient put ia too early 
became “acclimatized” to mech- 
anieal assistance. And, when the 
unavoidable moment came, bath 

ya taog in Lahore were found 
to be defective, Thid to be 
kept alive throughout one steamy 
bot weather night by relays of 
medical orderlies giving manual 
artifical rexpieation; while another 
lung was collected and flown 
from Delhi, 400'mmiles aveay, 

Indescribable Memory 

Tt arrived with literally only 
fninutes to spare. Even today, 
the uospeakable weariness of tbat 
sight remains an indescribable 
memory. Thete is liele 
that this and earher perventable 
exhaustion coninbuted immensely, 
to the exteat of the permanent 
paralysis I eventually suffered 

Aoyway, for several weeks 
hereafter my respicatory system 
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was wholly para'ysed. I titerally 
could not take one breath ua 
aided. If, om the many occasions 
that the elecisic currant driving 
the lung failed during monsoon 
storms, attendants had not been 
ready 0 apply immediate arti- 
ficiat respiration, T should have 
“dcowned" within 2 few miautes. 

At the end of some weeks, T 
found 1 could tske one oF two 
breaths by using the voluntary 
muscles in my neck Gradually 
aad painfully, by deliberate ex- 
excises, this ability was built up 
from a few seconds, to minutes 
and eventually to hours. But the 

woluntary muscles, on which 
the crdinary pseson relies for 
breathing without knowing it, 
never recovered:

Indian Shops Put Behind, Barbed Wire 


(The following report appeured (with a diagram) on the front page of the 
‘Rand Daily Mail’ on April 23. The newspaper deserves praise for giving full 
publicity to this case f rank injustice. —Ed. 1.0.] 
STURDY, three-hundred-yard-long barbed wire fence was put up at 
Nt Badplaas this week. It has the effeet of making it difficult for Whites to 
deal at two Indian shops nenr the Gavernment Mineral Baths. 

At the same time the Transvaal provincial authorities have gazetted a notice * 
proclaiming the road from the shops to the baths closed and opening new road 
on the other side of the fence. 

‘The business of the Indians has fallen, but there is still a trickle of buying— 
over the fence, Even nine strands of barbed wire has not stopped that. The 
fence zuts-across the road that used to serve the shops and passes within two feet 
of one of them, Now orders are shouted over the fence and the goods brought out, 

‘The building of the fence, in a way, also operates as a kind of “Group Areas 
Act."" The Act could not be applied to the Indian shops at Badplaas, and no 
applications similar to those in other Transv: 
them. ‘The reason is that the Indians 
privately-owned ground. 

‘The first shot in the campaign came two years ago, when the main road feom 
Barberton was rebuilt, skirting the Indian shops and allowing access to the baths 
by anew road, But business went on. 

A year later the Mineral Baths Committee erected corrugated iron road blocks 
on the old road. ‘They were removed by the owner of the land, and no dispute 
was raised, This week the fence went up. Business is still going on. 

‘The erection of the fence means that the shops are now about 1 miles by 
road from the baths—instead of the 600 yards before, It means also that the 
seven petrol pumps now line a neglected, deadend road nearly half-a-mile from 
the new main road, 

The town itself has a score of White dwellers and depends on 
baths, The only shop is lensed by the committee toa Europeai 

Since the new road was made eigtit people have been killed in motor accidents 
on the sharp turn;almost right angled, into the town itself—five Europeans and 
three Natives, ~ 

‘The old, gently curving road into thé town had stood for 7o years. ft was 
included in the farm when President Kruger donated Gudplaas to the Transvaal 
Government. ‘The shops were built in 1931 and have done substantial busi 
with Europeans. ‘ 

Mrs. C, M. Cross, a well-known farmer in the area for the past 55 years and a 
customer at the store of one of the Indians since her arrival in the district, said that 
the ercction of the fence was rather like the erection of a prisoners-of-war camp. 
“1 now have a mileand-a-hilf detour for my shopping and to collect goods 
offio: dd at the store by the railway bus. I think akis action is absolutely. rid 
culous. It is unnecessary and of no advantage to anybody 

Another resident said chat it way blatant discrimination, “In the quarter of a 
century that t1e Indians have been her: wey hie done a great deal of service to 
the community.

SOME PERSONAL OBSERVATIONS

JN Tuesday, May 24, Professor 
Wilbur Hallenbeck, Urtan 
Sociologist of Columbia Uni- 
veaity, New York, who is at 
peesent assisting the Unive 
of Natal ia thelr Sociological 
resenrches, gave an address on 
the subject "Race Relations ie 
Community Development." He 
defioed a community as people

Replying to this usual question Shri Vinoba Bhave said in his speech, “Why 
do you ask the question as to how wars will end to a man who is devoting himself 
solely to the problem of redistribution of land in this country? The reason is 
simple. “The methods applied to the solution of the problem facing us is one of 
peace and love. People all over the world feel that if the method succeeds here 
it is going to have some influence on the world at large and it may be able-to find 
a way’to peace."

Vinobaji immensely enjoys answering questions put to him by students, One 
day a student put the question "Do you think the world will benefit by the way 
science is advancing today?" 

Replying to the question Vinobaji said in the course of his speech of the day, 
“Being myself a'worshipper of science, I wish science to advance as much as it 
can. But we must remember that science has two powers; it is a double edged 
weapon. One of these powers destroys and the other conduces,to the progress of 
humanity. Science can serve man as also destroy him. Science has no sense 
whether fire should be put to the use of cooking food or destroying tte homestead 
by arson.

Socrates As Passive Resister 


But when it became an oligarchy, the Thirty having sent Tor me with four others 10 the 
‘Tholus, ofdered us to briog Leon the Salamiaian from Salamis, that ke might be put to death; 
‘and they gave many similar orders to many others, wishing to involve a2 many 23 they could in 
fil. Thea, however, Tshowed, nat in word but in deed, that T did not care for death, if che 
expression be net too rude, inthe smallest degrer, but that all my care was to do nothing wojuse 
and unholy. For that Goveramenr, strong 21 it was, did not so overawe me az (0 make me 
commit an uojust action; but when we came out of the Tholus the four went to Sslomis, and 
brought back Leoo; but I went away home. And pethaps for this should bave been put to 
death, if that government had not been speedily broken up, And of this you cam Uave many 
witoesses, ‘ 

HUS said Socrates to his judges when he was seventy years old: or him, 
when there was to be a choice between his conscience—what he knew to be 
good—and what the Government of the day had ordered, and what he knew 

to be wrong, there was no hesitation even though it might have cost him his ife 

Indeed, this trial was'a brilliant example of passive resistance. [fe had been 
preaching virtue to the Athenian youth. ‘This tended to subvert the established 
order of thought and, therefore, established authority, Socrates was, therefore, 
charged, among other things, with having corrupted the Athenians. ‘The penalty 
was death. Socrates preferred the poison-bowl and his independence to a life of 
‘servile and superstitious obedience to human authority, even when it went under 
the name of Government. “O Athenians," says our sage, “I honour and love you; 
but I shall obey God rather than you." At the same memorable defencé, Socrates 
says of his most virulent ana selfsecking traducers. “Neither will Melitus nor 
Anytus harm me; nor have they the power; for, 1 do not think that it is possible for 
& better man to be injured’ by the worse. He may perhaps have me condemned ta 
death, oF banished, or deprived of civil rights; and he or other may perhaps con- 
sider these as mighty evils, T, however, do not consider’ them so.” Not many 
days after he uttered the memorable words, he died a peaceful death, discoursi 






































on the immortality of the soul. The world knows today Melitus and his com: 





panions as murderers of a man almost devine, and Socrates lives for eternity. ‘This 
passive resister, just after the sentence was pronounced upon him, delivered i his 
dungeoit a discourse on the duties of a good citizen, and rejected the overtures ol 
his friends to eseape death by stealing out of the prison. ‘Then, he was sts hard as 
adamant and all respect for taw and order. «In Socrates, therefore, we have one 
of the greatest breakerd as also respecters of law. ‘The essence of hia teachings 
was that it is lawful to disregard a law or order when it ia against 

4 higher lays, but itis not lawful to try to escape the punish. 























‘The test of good citizenship is not necessarily an acceptance of everyth 
that law-givers may have to say. That would entail a travesty of good Govene 
ment, national stagnation, and destruction of the rights of the minorities, But the 
mineriueswho consider, certains law or orders to be wrong: must, by not resisting 
suffer in their persons the penalties for a breach of those laws, until thee 
sufferings have produced a reaction in their favour. Acquiescence in a law which 

repugnant to one’s notion of right is nothing but rank cowardice, for ie shoot 
Aisinelination to submit t6 physical inconvenience, Thoreau wisely’ said: "There 
are nine hundred and ainty-nine patroos of virtue to one virtuous man But ie fe 
easier to deal with the real possessor of a thing than the temporary guardian «, 
ik" And passive resisters are, beyond doubt, the real. possessors of “the thingy 
When they have lost all, they have gained everything.

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MORE ABOUT GROUP AREAS-—II 
By CW, M. GELL 
(From ‘The Forum’, Johannesbarg) 


HE second event since my May, 
article Is the extention of 
Group Area proposals to the 
‘Transke’ and Wild Coast. But. 
while we may recognise certain 
eonsequences which will flow 
from Me, Prinsloo's original 
utterance of May 2—the loss of 
business confidence, withdrawal 
cof capital, restriction of credit,

that ifall the young and the old spun sufficient 
yarn for their clothing in their leisure hours, they would 
benefic both themselves and the sation, ‘Thereby they 
‘would increase the national income by some crores, with- 
‘out'making any special demand on the national capital, 
Many other benefits would also accrue from it. People 
would leara the dignity of labour and their idleness would 
be turned into fruitful labour; unemployment would be 
relieved to a certain extent and above all the spinner 
‘would feel oneness with the poor and the needy, 

Gandhiji’s apparently small programme of hand 
tring is full of so many potential benefits Similarly, if 
people took to any such productive activity in their leisure 
hours, it would undoubtedly be beneficial both to the 
individual and the nation. It would, not only, increase 
the national income but the national power generated from 
it would be helpful in solving many other socio-economic 
problems and the people would be better fitted for Swaraj. 

Shri B. L. Jalan, the well-known businessman of 
Calcutta has taiken up ‘such a project in some villages 
adjoining Caleutto: worked with the people-and done s sme 
_jvork there with the co-operation of the people. After 
‘carrying on his experiment for some time, he has publish- 
d his experiences in the form of a booklet and showed 
therein on the cdtintrywide babis that “there are 11 er Fe 
working adults out of the Indian population of 35,7 crores, 
Now each working adult working for one hour daily in 
the busy season of an average of vight months, and two 
hour’ daily in the slack season of four months contributes 

, during the year 6o eight-hour working days,” Tnus 11 
crore-(or 110 million) adults will coutriwute 660 crure (OF 
6,600 million) working days. Calculating “at the rate of

Re 1-8-0 the prevalent average rate in India, the net con- 
tribution only in terms of labour to the national income 
would be about Rs 1,000 crores (or- 10,009 million 
rupees)." This comes to about one-tenth of present total 
national inzome, i.e. t0 per cent increase in national in- 
come in a year. What a great thing if achieved ! 

Shri Jalan suggests in hig booklet that the scheme 
should include projects benefitting the rural 
‘on company level, {t should aim at the prov 
basic necessities to the entire mass of rural people. ‘Thus 
they must have housing, education, medical faci 
good roads, adequate food, fair amount of clot 
general rise in the income. It could also include irrigation 
and construction” of wells, excavating silted canuls, fish- 
culture, poultry farming, horticulture etc, ‘The order of 
priorities should be determined by regional, geographic, 
cultural and economic consideratioris. 

He has laid special stress on the housing programme. 
According to his housing scheme, each family would be 

red to contribute on an average one-and-a-half hours 

work by two members for one-and-a-half years to 
two years, By contiibuting so much labour, each family: 
would get a pucea house free of all cost. 

tis calculated that each family would contribute, on 
the above basis, 207 to 272 eight-hour working days. By 
utilizing sixty per cent of this Inbour they would be able 
to manufacture 4o to 55 thousand bricks. For a house of 
the typg contemplated about 20,000 bricks would be re- 
quired, The surplus of bricks and the labour would be 
lized for getting other required materials for house- 

fing. All this can be easily done by any adult, after 













































This was also the significance of Gandhiji’s pro- 
gramme. ‘Though it appeared to be small it was capable 
of increasing the national income by at least one-third of 
the above figure. Itis clear that the people of this coun 
try by the strength of their number only would produce 
tremenously, even if they worked for one to wo hours! 
daily in their off-days: All this is possible but it should 
be put into action. "It was Gandbij’s speciality that he 
made great things out of small things. He worked . 
small programmes but by persistence 1 made 
nation-wide and showed yreat results. as done 
the sime thing in the case of the Bhoodan movement. 
S milar zeal should'be created arnong the people and then 
there will be no question of production of income, To 
achieve that, itis not necessary to creite capital wor 
milion for huge undertaking, But the onions wil stoctd 
be awakened and the people should’ be organized tor 
voluntary productive labour.

‘That application was made by bim for a pass- 
port to enable bim to leave the country, and that for a very long time 
no reply was given. Esch Friday 2n enquiry would be made to 
Pretoria, only for the same, sickening, answer to be received: “Ask 
again next Feiday."

Two explanations were forthcoming, 25 published in the Press: 
One was from the Department of the Interior, The Under-Secretary 
explained that bis department refused very few passports really—only 
25 per cent of tose asked for. He also showed that there was pro- 
Vision for a citizen to re-apply i€ bis first application bad been tueaed 
dowo, and “so far as he was aware no further applications of this kind 
bad been made (in the case of) Stephen Ramasodi....."” He said 
this two days after the news of the refusal had been published This 
ridiculous remark ean only mean that every time that we apply for 
anyibing to a Government department we must do 30 ewice, that 20 
‘refusal realy ie a final cefusal, and that immediately we are told ‘No* 
wwe must ask fora reconsideration. Tbe Toformation Division of the 
Depattment of Native Affairs explained that it was advice by this 
Department that had caused the refusal. The Department “had 
taken this action feom the point of view of the Native youth's best 
interests."

Vinoba 
‘was the originator of this Society, which aimed to carry 
forward Gandhi’s ideals of village development in the 
new India. Since Independence it had not achieved very 
“much; and when Vinoba said that he would not attend 
the Annual Conference in, Hyderabad the members of the 
Society were discouraged. "If you do not come,” they 
sald, “then’the Conference will have to be abandone 
foralthough practically unknown to the general public, 
YVinoba was much respected by the village workers at- 
tempting to carry out Gandhi's ideals of service. Vinoba 
was touched by the trust, He said he would go to 
Hyderabad, But he would walk as jhe always did—not 
<for any reason of sclf-martyrdom, but because only 

“through travelling by foot would he hive the time or the 
‘opportunity to understand the problems of the country- 
side through which he passed. The journey was 350 
miles and took him two months. 











Many areas of Hyderabad at that time were under 
the control of Communist terrorists, who had seized lands 
from the wealthy and divided them up among the poor. 
‘Afier the Gon erence was over, Vinoba Bhave determined 
xo walk into the Communist controlled area of Telengana, 





Ie was here that the Land Gifts Mission started, Some 
poor families told him that they had no land and that as 
the Communists were the only people who seemed willing 
to help them, how could they be blamed for helping the 
Communists? That evening at his Prayer Meeting Vino- 
bo put their ease before the rest of the villagers, He told 
the landlords that unless they helped their underprivileged 
neighbours, acquired a sense of social justice béfore it was 
too late, then Communism was all they would deserve. 
He asked those who had land to light a new spirit in their 

lage by putting some of this land at the disposal of a 
village comnitce, which would redistribute it to the land- 
less, He did not expect any of thie landlords to heed 
words; but miraculously someone got up and offered 100 
acres. Vinoba asked the landless families who had come 
fo him to divide this land up among themselves. These 
families said that 100 acres was too much for them and 
that they would leave 20 acres of the gift to be distributed 
elsewhere. It was this double act of generosity which lit 
the spark. Vinoba saw that if the landlords were genuine 
arid generous, then the response called forth from the 
peasants might be equally generous, In every village 
into which he walked after that he asked for land in the 
same way. When he left Hyderabad filty-two days later, 
‘he had acquired 12,000 ares.

Horror And Shame 


‘OA and other Portu- 
guese possessions in 
India have caused 


the Government and the 
people of India a great deal 
of headache, A movement 
to yet the Portuguese Gov- 
ernmeit to part with those 
possessions and hand them 
over to India as has been 
done in the case of the Brie 
and the French, in a 
quiet and peaceful manner 
and on strictly nonviolent 
lines, has had no efiect. It. 
was decided by the or- 
yanisers of the movement 
that 5,000 Indians should 
march into these foreign 
possessions on the memor- 
able day of August'15. It 
was of course to be anon 
violent campaign and the 
people taking part ,were 
wholly unarmed, The re- 
sult, according to Press 
reports, has been that about 
20 were killed by gunfire 
by the Portuguese authori- 
tieg and about 4o were 
wounded as they entered 
these {possessions and the 
canipaign has been called 
off at lenst for thk time 
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being. The whole affair 
fills us with horror and 
shame. We do not in the 
least wish to defend the 
Portuguese authorities, who 
have certainly resorted to 
brutal methods,. But surely 
was that not expected? Did 
the organisers expect the 
Portuguese authorities to 
welcome them with open 
arms? Before deciding upon 
‘great venture of this sort 
it was necessary not only to 
think of but to be prepared 
for all the consequences. 
The rules to be observed 
both in military action and 
non-violent action are ex- 
actly the same, The later 
Fequires stricter discipline 
and much more daring spirit 
than those who ure pos- 
sessed with arms, These 
rules quite obviously have 
hot been observed in the 
present instance and the 
organisers have acted in ay 
most irresponsible manner. 
he painful part is not the 
killing that has taken place 
but the way they were 
allowed to be killed. It 
would not have mattered if 
the 5,000 would have allow- 
ed themselves to be mar- 
tyred, It would have added 
to the glory of India—that 
is, of course, if the cause was 
considered great enough lor 
such asacrifice. That ought 
to have been decided before 
venturing on such a cam 
paign; not after the step was 
taken, We believe this mat- 
ter should have been left 
entirely’ in the hands of the 
Government.

VERY year as the anniversary of India's Inde- 
EB pendence Day (August 15) approaches, tension 
rises round the boundaries of the last remnants of 
European colonial rule on the Indian sub-continent. 
‘These- comprise the three Portuguese areas on India’s 
exst coast, Goa, Daman and Diu—area 1636 square miles, 
population 638,000. : 
Last year the projected mass invasion of the terri- 





tories on August 15 by satyagrahis (non-violent demon- 
stratéra) proved something of a fiasco. This year it has 
ended in trageay—at least 15 Goans and Indians being 
shot dead and 28 injured by Portuguese bullets, The 
intensity of India's wrath at this brutal treatment of those 
who used no force to protest against a deeply felt wrong, 
ns expressed itself in riots and strikes in Bombay, Cal- 
outta and elsewhere. 

What is behind this controversy? The -Portuguese 
arrived off the Indian coast early in ‘the 16th century, 
beat on finding a sea route to the spice islands and on 
Prosecuting their crusade against Islam, ‘whose followers 
blocked Europe's old land routes to Asia. in 1510 
Albuquerque, with the assistance of a lécat Hindu chief 
and backing feom the great Hindu kingdom of Vijaya- 
nagar, deleated the Muslim Shah of Bijapur, captured 
Goa and put its entire Muslim population to the sword. 
‘Thus was established the first European colony on Indian, 
soil, 

Since then, Portuguese India has been “Integeated” 
foto Portugal. It was declared by a decree of 1612 to be 
“a member of the same kingdom just like*any other 
Province of Portugal.” It sends representatives to Portu- 

+ guly aot tery effective parliament, where they are’a small 
Outvoted minority. Ag in Portugal itself, but more so, 
{the very minimum of political activity is~allowed in Goa 
and virtually no opposition, Of 3.012 civil servants in 
1954 only 15 were Potuguese-born; bur Portuguese- 
descended or Eur-Asians hold the great siajority of posts 
including 10 of the 1 for senior offciels. 

‘There are more Géan officers in the Indian army 

iisn Gonn privates in the Portuguese army, and many 





























more Goan civil servants in India than in Goa, Gon has + 
been described as “a police state, though a rather ineffi 
cient one;" but it has been reinforced by Portuguese gun- 
boats and Portuguese and African troops. 


Ethnically the people of Goa are overwhelmingly 
Indian, Their language is Konkani, which is the verui~ 
cular of surrounding Indian territory. Daman and Diu 
speak pure Gujerati. 61 per cent of the total population 
is Hindu; only 37 per cent Christians. Among the latter 
many Hindu social customs persist. All but 1438 per- 
sons in Goa are of purely Indian origin. 


Economically Goa is already virtually a part of India. 
Is currency, its markets, many of its leading businessmen 
and most of the colour which works its iron, manganese 
and docks are Indian, But the most profitable of all 
Goa’s activities—and one that adds to India's: irritation— 
is organised smuggling of gold, liquor and luxuries 
through the duty-Iree port, over the jungle-clad_ Indian 
frontier. The value ol this illicit trade is about 10 mil- 
lion a year, Officials, industrialists, nine-ownerg, mer- 
chants and smugglers of Goa prefer the present economic 
set-up to India’s austere and highly taxedowelfare state. 
Labour is poorly paid, unorganised—no trade unions are 
allowed—and remains largely inarticulate under the auto- 
cratic regime: But a free vote would go overwhelmingly 
for India, against Portugal. 

‘To Indians this relic of a colonial age ‘is intolerable 
after the British, and, last year, the French have liberated 
their Indian possessions, Talk of Goa being “a province 
of Portugal” seems simply an evasion of the plain facts of 
history, geography and economics. The position is made 
worse by Portugal being a dictatorship and Axis ships 
having been harboured in Goa during the war. 

The outcoine is a foregone conclusion. - But Portu- 
gal seems not to have learnt how to relinquish domina~ 
on gracefully in time to preserve goodwill, cultural and 
economic ties. It must be hoped that Mr. Nehru, who 
has occasionally voiced his exasperation over Portugal's 
intransigence, can hold his people steady in face of the 
shooting down of satyagrahis. Their cause and his 
country’s is so morally right—and Portugal's untenable 
position so obviously expused by the fatal bullets—that 
India can afford a little inore patience and magnanimity. 
Iewould bea great pity if Portugal's medieval attitude 
were to provoke medieval response, 
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The best thing to give to your enemy is forgiveness; to an opponent, 

tolerance; to a friend, your heart; to your child, a good example; 

to your father, deference; to your mother, conduct that will make 

her proud of you; to yourself, respect; to all men, charity; and to 
your loved ones ?

S.A. Institute of 
Race Relations had, 
srganised a delight- 
ful evening of African, 
European and Indian Arts 
atthe Wesley Hall, Durban, 
on Saturday, August 27. To 
comment first on she Arts 
themselves the Africans, 
without doubt stood ihe 
first, They were, as they 
always are, at thelr very 
best in their own original 
We would wish that 
they did not copy the West 
atall in anything. But they 
showed that they can be at 
their best even in imitating 
the Europeans. The preju- 
dice in this country against 
the Black man is not so 
much because of his lower 
culture but because of the 
fear that he will any day 
excel the White man if 
given equal opportunity, 
which, of course, is very 
mean for a people and a 
Government that boast 30 
much of their superior cul- 
ture and civilisation. 
Coming to the perform- 
ance of European Art’ by 
the European artistes there 
is very little to be said. It 
was of course good and it 
must be good. It would 
have Ueen shocking were it 
otherwise, since the Euro- 
are lacking no 
at all. ‘They 
“have every possible 'faci- 
lities they can desire, They 
have their own schools of 
Arts whose doors are en- 
tirely closed to the non- 
Whites, ‘There are certain 
things that do not appeal to 























thé non-Whites, including ~ 


the so-called “uncultured” 
and “uncivilised” Africans, 


such as exposing of the 
body. Oriental dances and 
even Aftican dances are and 
can be exquisite even with- 
out the body being exposed. 
Among the Westerners 
would almost appear that a 
dance is never perfect un 
less the body is fully ex- 
posed, whereas to the 
“uncultured” mind of the 
Indian and the African it is 
simply abhorrent. We hope 
our frank criticism will aot 
hurt anybody. We are eri- 
ticising the art not the 
artistes, whose, performance

be. 

Coming to the Indian 
Art we regret to have to

Having said this much in 
so far as the performance 
was concerned we wish to 
refer to another most plea- 
sing feature of the whole 
thing, The unique and 
the most artistic 1 
the complete shattering of 
Apartheid, a thing which 
would have shocked Messrs. 
Strydom, Verwoerd, Loui 
and comipany. ‘There was 
amixed audience of Euro- 
peans, Afcicans and Indians 
without even the slightest 
smell of Apartheid, 
together watching 
Interest a concert in which 
the performers of all the 
three races {recly inter- 
mingled. 

Here in South, Africa 
where a non-White may nor 
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enter even the precincts of 
the theatres or cinemas 
which are all for "Euro- 
peans only" and many other 
public places so marked, it 
was certainly a great relief 
to witness this entirely new 
feature. It is a daring thing 
to do for which the S.A. 
Institute of Race Relations 
isto be very heartily con- 
gratulated, [tis undoubtedly 
the best way of breaking 
down the most disgusting 
racial barriers which, if per- 
sisted in, will ultimately: re- 
sult in the greatest bitter- 
ness and bring about the 
ruin of the whole country, 
and of establishing better 
‘race relations, It is a risky 
thing to do and yet it has 
to be done and the risk has 
to be taken at all costs in 
the interests of this country 
and its people, and we can 
imagine no better institu-” 
tion than the S.A. Ins 
tute of Race Relations to 
do so. We do wish this is 
not the end but the begin- 
ning of the much desired 
new era,

‘The ‘Daily Express’ was even more out- 
spolien, claiming that “this gentleman is no friend of 
that he had made his country “a republic which 
alings to the advantages of the sterling area” and that he 
will "lead Tadia out of the Commonwealth when it suits 
hee! 











In these attacks are wo distinct motives. The 
Beaverbrook: press (‘Daily Express,’ etc) has never for- 
given Mr, Nehru for winning India her independence, for 
renouncing the sovereignty of the Crown and for hi 
on Colonial problems in Asin and Africa to-day. This 
Luncelenting attitude of the impenitent imperialist over- 
tooks not only the tragedies of bloodshed and turmoil that 
have overtaken rigid Colonial regimes everywhere during 
the years after the war agaiost German domination. It 
also forgets that Nehru's attitude to Colonial Africa is 
expressed in exactly those sentiments of liberal demo- 
eracy that he learnt from British higtory and political 
Philosophy, and which he later applied in India 

















‘The second charge—that of being Mr. Facing-both- 
's—comes from Mr, Nehru’s tefusal to commit Indi 
ther to the pro or anti-Communist blocs in the cold 
war, Ivis remembered against him that he has publicly 
doubted whether those anti-Communist warriors, Chiang 
Kaisshek, Syngman Rhee and Bas Dai, were in fact 
reputable allies and truly representative of their peoples;

In refusing to identify India against the Communist 
bloc, Mr. Nehru undoubtedly sometimes underrated, or 
under-stated, its aggressive territorial intentions. 
was able to keep a continent free from the irratioy 
European hysteria into which it could so easi 
plunged, and to preserve an area of sanity uncom 
the emotional partisanship of either bloc. 

Even the ‘Daily Telegraph’ grudgingly admitted that 
India, is sometimes useful diplomatically.

tensions shows. India was cbiefly instrumental in solving 
the Korean prisoner-of-war deadlock; in bringing the 
Indo-China war to the armistice table: in playing down 
the Asian People’s Conference, called by various ““peace- 
Broups” just before the Bandung Conference, and in 
putting the main spotlight on Bandung, where China 
became more conciliatory than the most 
hoped.

TEXT OF INDIA’S NOTE TO PORTUGUESE 


OLLOWING jis the text of 
edia's Note of August 18, (0 
the Portuguese Government in 
Goa, asking for closure of Por- 
tuguese Consulates ia India:

R STRIJDOM is reported to have sad that te real purpose of the Banduog Confereace 
‘was to elimioate white ifluence from Asia—and then from Aftica, He seems 10 coasider 
iat most of the West's present troubles come from its “degenerate” abdication of dominion 
in Asa, a mistake whieh bis Goversment is determined not to repeat here 
“That his views oa Bandung and the possibilty of retaining indefinite baasskap by physical 
force are not shared by most thoughifel westerners has long been obvious. They contease 
‘what Europeans bave to gain from graceful abandonment of power over subject peoples—as fa 
Inia, Pakistan, Burma, Ceylon—sith the twill and useless sactifice of Wife eaused by more 
ate policies ia Tadonesia, lado-Chiea and Goa and now Morocco, 
But the West’s pe-occupation with "the Communist menace” has le it, and particulary eight 
wring American opinion, to offer economic and military aid to the mote exposed Asian countries o& 
terms which’ revived 2 suspicion of "fcancial or ideological immperislism.” Tn fact, many exe 
ected a much mote eres aitude ftom Bandung, towards Wester polices ia the ead war 
than actually resulted 
‘This bas beea made clear by a recent account of the Banduag Conference by aa American 
eegyman, Dr, Homer A, Jack, in a "Toward Freedom" pamphlet, published in Chicago. Himeelé 
preseat at Bandung, he found the non-white peoples of the world les racalst than the whites, 
He noted their pledge to “eradicate every trace of racislism in our own countries and to guard 
against the danger of falling victons to the same evil in the struggle to eradicate 
conference did try to climisate Colonialite: from Asia, but not because i 
matter of fet, the conference was as much opposed to Communist infiltration and. subversio 
though i accepted “peaceful co-existence” with Communist China a2 a physical necesiy.

‘Nevertheless, Chou Ea-li’s fest appearance before the bar of Asian opiaion brought from bien 
a moderation, a speci softening of aggressive atiudes both to- wards Formora and ia S.E. Asia, 
ds compromise on the prickly question of the aatonality of expatriate Chinese commusiti 
‘which could hardly have been achieved before any other assembly. All ia all, the conference 
success io world afars and jateraationl relations, 
“This leads Dr. Jack to deplore all the more strongly a failure of imagination by bis owa county. 
On the eve of the conference a USS, State Dept. oficial afitmed “tbe deep sympathetic faterest of 
the United States io all efforts of the peoples of Asia and Africa to achieve material and spiritual 
‘well-being andthe other blesiggs of liberty.” But, ualite the Soviet president and the Canadian 
premier, Presideot Eiseabower sent no message of greetings, We in Arica may, likewise, reget 
that the Federation of Rhodesia and Nyasalad, the only African tertitory with @ considerable 
settled white population ro be invited, felt unable to cend a delegation or even observer. 
‘American magazines predicted that the conference would be ‘a Commutist road show" “a 
vague, portentous politcal comsunion” ora vas illursnated soapbox where the malcontents ofthe 
world could have thet sy." Of course, malcontents were there, especialy from Cyprus, Arab N° 
Africa and the non-white peoples of South Afris. But Dr Jack's verdict is that "Bandang. made 
tworld peace more posible, It formed a moral if not a military, wedge between the two great blot.» . Not 
by arms but by moral persuasion nourished by che warts great religions will this third force help

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Indians—Freedom Or Forced Labour ?

OME people still believe Dr. Donges' assurance 
S that the Group Areas Act will be. implemented 
“with justice and fairplay to the non-Europeans.” 
Recent events in Klerksdorp will shake their belief, 





There the Town Council, like all other councils in 
the Transvaal and Natal plarteland, has made proposals 
to the Group Areas Board for moving its entire Indian 
community of 600 persons several miles out of the town. 

On behalf of the Indians it has been explained that 
they depend on 55 trade licences for their living! thatthe 
Council's proposal would condemn them to “economic 
that they first came to the town in 1888 with the 
assistance of the Transvaal Governnfent and have lived 
there, trading peacefully, ever since. They contend that 
the Council's proposal deliberately seeks to rain them, 
and is partly motivated by a desire to deprive them of their 
valuable stands and custom. ‘Their counsel pointed out 
that the proposed Indifn area was closer to Klerksdorp’s 
industrial centre than to its commercial area; and he ques- 
ed “whether an attempt is not being made to force 
Indian traders to become Indian labourers." 














Counsel for the Town Council went far to admit this 
‘charge. “Indians and their children,” he said, “will have 





to seek other occupations than trade, and the sooner the 
better. 


Why should the Indian not soil his hands by 
He did not think much need be sai 
against dumping the Indians five miles out of town “be- 
‘ause in ten years, as the town expanded, that distance 
would disappear into nothingness.” More reasonable men 
might wonder at the cruel folly of the present proposals, 
ifthey are merely to lead back in ten years time to the 
‘same situation as today. 











Sinister Motives 

However, more sinister motives than mere residential 
segregation.are clearly at work, It is widely believed 
that Tadians hold more than their share of the country’s 
trade, Actually this is not so. They hold one-seveath 
as many shop licences as Europeans-—i.e. exactly in the 
same ratio as the Indian population is to the white. But 
the 49,000 Indians in the Transvaal and the 17,090 in the 
Cape descend from rather better-off families who entered

Serious And Imminent 

‘The threat is both serious and imminent. Klerksdorp 
was not an isolated bit of stupidity or inhumanity by one 
town council, The Government committee, which pre- 
pared the way for the Group Areas Act, referred to the 
‘deeply cherished hope of repatriation for Indions, failing 
which, compulsory segregation with boycott to induce 
repatriation.” Indian shopkeepers, however, offer attrac- 
tive terms and the v/é has not responded to various boy- 
cott calls, So, when the Group Areas Act came into 
force, all right-minded municipalities were told what sort 
of proposals to submit in regard to Indian areas, while 
Nationalist Party rallies acclaimed resolutions to “put ail 
Indians into one large ghetto where parasite can prey on 
parasite. 














This underlying official inspiration is not just mali- 
cour guesswork, On November sth, 1954, the same 
‘counsel as now represents Klerksdorp appeared before a 
committee of the Board on behalf of White River muni- 
cipality's proposal to evict its Indians onto the veld. In 
the strongest possible terms he objected to the Board 
even entertaining 2 counter-proposal to leave the Indians 
in the town area, He said it was a matter of principle 
whether {ndians should be accomodated inside or outside 
the towns. On this issue the Board should not be con-

There are in all well over one hundred motions, 0 it 
may be imagined that the National Council will have its 
work cut out to finish its agenda in the three or four 
weeks which it is allowed.

Canon Collins Rep: 
Africans And 


We publish below a full report of a Sermon preached 
in St, Paul's Cathedral, London, by Canon L. J. Collins, 
fon September 11: | 

TE must challenge the statement made by the 
tour of Africa and later defended by him in a 
letter published in ‘The Observer! of Sunday, June 12. 
‘We must challenge it, because it seems to deny the very 
basis upon which full and fruitful human relationships can 
be created between the black and white races in Africa, 
His words have considerably upset a great number of 
African Christians, as well as having convinced a, number 
of non-Christian leaders of African opinion that the Chris- 
tian Churches are, as they had already feared, on the 
of thse who believe In white supremacy and’ blacke ta- 
feriority—a belief trhich, they have learned by bitter ex- 
perience, leads in practice to oppression and the with- 
holding from Africans of thei 
beings. i 

Any statement by leading representatives of a Chris- 
tian Church which, however unintentional, seems to give 
support to those who oppress the African, denying to him 
his liberty and his proper status, is to be deplored: to say 
the least, t must be an,embarrassment to anyone, African 
or European, who is working for the speediest possible’ 
attainment of social and political freedom of the African 
people. 

[nis probable that the Archbishop was, in this at- 
tempt to distinguish’ between equality in God's love and 
equality in God's sight, (as pointed out by the Editor of 
‘The Observer’ in a footnote to the Archbishop of Can- 
‘terbury's letter) giving the word “equal” a different mean 
ing from that which it normally carries in this theological 
concept. His fear of the fallacies of egalitarianism has 
Jed him to try to make the point that God takes note of 
human differences (in eultuce, ia ability, in character ete) 
and so should we if we desire to build society on sound 
foundations. But the fact remains that “equal” in this 
context means to most people “equal in worth." That is 
o-say, the usual rendering of the word implies a value

judgment. No human being is qualified to judge what is 
the essential worth, as seen by God, of another human 
being: only God himself ean make that judgment, And 
ifwe do so judge each other we put ourselves in the 
place of the Pharisees, who earned for themselves the 
severest condemnation of Jesus, Nevertheless if this 
unusual use ofa word were all that is involved, there 
would be no need for us todo more than record that an 





expression had been used which has had unfortunate re- 
percussions upon the opinion of many educated Africans, 
and has embarrassed many of those who, like the Arch- 
bishop himself, are concerned to bring about an end as 
speedily as possible to racial intolerance in Africa. 





But this is not all: for the expression takes its place 
in the context of other statements attributed to the Arch- 
bishop both during his tour and on his return, statements 
which, if they were in fact made by him, would seem to 
some to bear out their fears that he may give a false im- 
pression of the state of affairs in the racial conflict in 
Africa, and so lull Christians liere and elsewhere into an 
apathy which could prove quite fatal to the cause of 
Christ in Africa,

given in cuttings from ‘The Times.’ 


(1) Fron’ The Times’ correspondent jin Nyasaland: 
“It would be a fair parallel to say that conditions here 
in the Federation were the same as they were in Britain 
150 years ago. In that time the great gulf between social 
classes had almost ceased to exist, but it was a situ 
which only time had solved." 








(2) From a report of a speech at a luncheon given 
in his honour in the copperbelt. “I pray, too, you wilt 
not allow any people from outside to tell you how to 
solve this problem, neither from South Africa nor from 
England..." and ‘here is a social problem, 
let us tackle it with goodwill an solve it as we can bit 
by bit’.."

Total Apartheid Or Mere Baasskap? 


(CW. M, GELL) 


ATIONALIST politicians have earned a reputa- 

They describe apartheid with almost brutal frank 
ness as exclusive white political domination and a deli- 
berate shutting non-whites out of sight and mind, after 
they have done their day's work for us, Mr. Strijdom 
defines the baasskap as "the retention of all power in our 
hand" and Dr. Verwoerd told a Greytown audience the 
other day that “apartheid is a policy of increasing sepa 
ration in all spheres of life.” 

However, there are some Nationalists who realise 
that these plainly repressive aspects of apartheid do not 
conform to any ideals of western civilization—or Chris- 
nity. They have therefore evolved, either as 2 ‘distant 
foal or as “the direction in which we shall one day move,” 
the conception of total apartheid or territorial separation 
between “white” and “black areas." The exact content 

















Of this objective varies between actual partition of the” 


Union into separate sovereign states and some sort of 
federation of locally antonomous units, In cither case, 
the "black nation” has its own “homeland” where it is 
free “to develop to the utmost extent of which it is 
capable;" and those few remaining Africans, who come to 
work in the “white areas" as migrant labourers, will be 
treated as “temporary right-less sojourners,” because 
they will have (ull citizenship rights “in their own area.” 











Unfortunately for those whose conscientious scruples 
have been set at rest by these idealistic, long-term goals, 
Mr, de Wet Nel, M.P. (ong of Dr. Verwoerd’s “assistant 
fers") repudiated them conclusively on September 
sth in a speech to the Nasionale Jeugbond Congress. 


Me. de Wet Nel said that “the idea of 2 Bantustan 
(sovereign, independent African State) had to be rejected 
as even more dangerous than "He admitted 
that during the next 20 years 
come steadily blacker," as African labour was absorbed 
to our economy. ‘The influx would not merely continue; 
it would increase. But, for some reason which he did 














not explain, it would suddenly decline rapidly about 197: 
and reverse about 1980, as Africans started to stream 
back to “their own areas.” 

However, this would not prove at all a painful pro: 
cess to the whites, Not only are the dates sufficiently 
far ahead to avoid troubling the electorate. But Mr. de 
Wet Nel promised “thousands of Bantu remaining on 
our farms and in our mines, in our industries and even as 
servants in our houses—with only this difference, that 
they will be there by grace of the European and not of 
right.” 

‘The "Bantu areas” would consist of 13.7 per cent of 
the Union (when all the land promised in 1936 had been 
bought) plus the Protectorates, when (not “if") they are 
acpuired, The Bantu wold thus have “45 iper cent of 
greater South Africa" (although about three-quarters of 
their area would be the arid steppes of the Kalahari), 
Industries are not now to be established “in the reserves,” 
but “near their borders” (ie. on “white” soil); though 
“tertiary " (presumably Dr. Verwoerd’s basket 
and mat making etc.) may be allowed in Bantu towns. 
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“Apartheid is the only means of satisfying the spi 
twal and material aspirations of each population group,” 
said Mr. de Wet Nel. “No revolutions or dislocations 
are needed—just clear ideals, unambiguous planning and 
the will to succeed,” 





However, Government, which was in earnest over 
the “positive aspects” of apartheid, would have sat for 
a year, on the Tomlinson Report, which. is supposed to 
“blue print” the possible development of the reserves—a 
subject on which Mr, de Wet Nel speculates (he was a 
member of the Tomlinson Commission), but without laying 
the facts before us, Nor is it easy to believe in the sin- 
cerity of Senator de Klerk’s insistence that whites must 
do more of their own work in order to achieve more com- 
plete apartheid, when Dr. Verwoerd’s henchmen are busy 
preaching that this can be achieved painlessly and Mr. 
Strijdom’s daily newspaper, ‘die Transvaler,' is campaign: 
ing to stop white labourers being employed as cleaners 
at the Johannesburg market. 

All in all, Mr. de Wet Nel has said nothing to help 
resolve the mofal dilemmas of apartheid; or to help those 
who feel it can only be justified, if it offers nonwhites 
something more tangible than fepression, exploitation 
and “white man bos 
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Today, of all days, the joy of giving is uppermost in every heart. 
The best thing to give to your enemy is forgiveness; to an opponent, 
tolerance; to a friend, your heart; to your child, a good example; 
to your father, deference; to your mother, conduct that will make 
ber proud of you; to yourself, respect; to all men, charity; and to 
your loved ones?

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“Let’s Tell 


The World” 


By C. W. M. Gelt 


HE State Information Office has began to realise 
that official propaganda has its limitations. What 
it ean do to "digpel damaging ignorance about the 

Union and enlist sympathetic interest" is less effective 
than the public relations job done by private South Afri- 
can citizens overseas. Hence the Information Office's 
booklet “Let's tell the world.” 


This attractively got up pamphlet is designed to 
warn travelling South Africans about the extent of mis- 
representation they must expect. Photos show the lu 
covers of books critical of the Union; brief extracts of 
Sénsational newspaper headlines and even actual para- 
graphs of news (some of these, we are bound to note, are 
preity accurate reports of events or policies, though many 
White South Africans may not know this). General 
Smuts is quoted against the slander “that we exploit 
people here” (an impression attributed to “Communists 
And others"); Dr. Donges against "foreign propaganda in 
alleged minority interests" (should not reports of real, or 
imaginary non-white grievances more accurately be 
ascribed to “alleged majority interests?" 

Having thus built up the case against “the bad 
publicity” suffered by South Africa, the anonymous 
Author of the pamphlet explains that our “private” poli 
ical affairs attract notice because rice relations “have 
international. “news value,” This, says the pamphlet, 
would not matter if the reports were “fairly and fully 
presented" bit “here you see only a few of- innumerable 
examples to show that the picture is very incomplete and 
often badly distorted.” Ss 

“Attention is then dravin to the inevitable Dismal 
Desmonds and Jeremiahs “who never tire of ‘telling the 
world how badly things are going or might go,” ‘These 
“frightened people” are the allies of “those international 
busybadies “who want to rearrange the affairs of the 
world to fit an impossibly idealistic pattern and Who use 
South Africa as an international scapegoat to atone for 
<the wrongs suffered by some of the world’s peoples at the 
hands of others.” This passage seems to overlook the 
enuine moral guilt felt by a few over poli 
Continuing to inflict wrongs upon some of the Union's 
peoples at the wishes of those who (as some think) ure 
determined to fasten an impossible ideological pattern on 
us all, 

‘The pamphlet then exhofts “ordinary South ‘AC 
cans" to tell the world, to offer “their personal testimony 



















































in support of what official spoltesmen, here and abroad 
have said.” It assures us that the way we "have stood 
by our opinions in the face of intense pressure from 
‘world opinion’ has compelled respect and shamed those 
who do not practise what they preach." Adyone willing 
to tell the world" is invited to contact our embassies and 
State Information offices overseas, which will supply 
them with answers to all the awkward questions they may 
be asked, 


‘At least two more things need to be said about this 
campaign to enlist private citizens in support of South 
Africa's good name. First, it is not going to be helped 
by the notorious fact that passports to travel are refused 
to known opponents of the Government's racial policies. 
People overseas well understand the significance of with- 
holding passports from people like Mrs Jessie Macpher- 
son, Professor Hutt, Mr. Manilal Gandhi and Dr. Z, K. 
Matthews, If the campaign “to tell the world” hopes to 
overcome the resistance against canned, official propa- 
ganda, it needs South Atticans of all shades of opinion. 
Any suspicion that only those who support—or, at least, 
do not “oppose—official policies must nullify the whole 
purpose of the campaign, * 











Secondly, there must be no rigging of the facts. The 
only statistics quoted in the pamphlet show the annual 
amounts spent on education per head of African popula~ 
tion in several African territories. From this comparison 
the Union with 15/6 per head emerges most favourably. 
On the opposite page, however, is the equally true asser- 
tion that the Union is the only highly industrialised state 

Affiea. What is not revealed is that, though the 
Union spends more per head on African education, it 
spends @ much lower proportion of its much higher 
national income; that its white population enjoys a stand- 
ard of living higher than any other in the. world except 
U.S.A. and Canada; that the amount spent per white 
pupil is about £40 paa. and per black pupil about £4 p.a. 


-—that only 40 per cent of the black children are in any 
school at all, ‘ 





Without these additional facts the State Information 
Office’s publicity is as bad as the rest, because (in the 
words of the pamphlet) “it seldom gives 2 complete 
picture of what is happening in the Union,"

N recent months leaders 
ll of the Nationalist Party 
have made very power- 
ful appeals for White unity. 
They have been supported 
by strong calls for a closing 





of the ranks on the White 


side froin quite a number 
of people in the United and 
other exclusively’ White 
parties. Tt is, time’ the 
people of South Africa were 
told in plain words that 
such appeals are a positive 
to the peace, 
and future welle 
being of the Union, 

South Africa is not a 
White nation, Ie is a very 
mixed nation, made up of 
peoples with African, Asian 
and European background: 
The future of such a cou 
try Ties only in all its 
peoples being bound to- 
gether by a common loyalty 
to ideals they cherish to- 
gether.

In other words 
White unity is, Yn actual 
fact, a White united front 
aimed specifically against

National Unity? 


In this country people can 
agree only on two import- 
ant bases: race or ideals, 
Race has proved an extre- 
mely dangerous unifying 
force. In fnct it has tended 
to isolate the race-conscious 
imternally and in the out- 
side world and done a lot 
of harm in the relations 
between the races. It has 
been tried in this country 
for nearly three bundred 
years and to-day South 


Africa is nearér the brink, 


of disaster than it has ever 
been before. We have been 
brought to this pass by the 
evil of race-consciousness. 

On the other hand we 
have not as yet tried ideals 
as a unifying force—where- 
as they are mare powerful 
than anything else in bring 
ing together peoples avith 
different languages and 
backgrounds. In America 
and Switzerland they teach 
their young in the schools 
that salvation lies in their 
various peoples sticking 
together, regardless of racial 
origins. As a result they 
are powerfully united and 
economically strong nations. 
It is time we tcied this 
recipe ourselves and taught 
our children that salvatibn 
for them lies in White 
and non-White sticking to- 
gether. That sort of unity 
will not do anybody any 
harth. It will guarantee 
security to all. It is a 
larger unity which every 
good South African will 
appeal for—as against the 
narrower, more dangerous 
and positively un-South 
African appeal for racial 
‘unity, 7

Each time an appeal is 
made for White unity the 
man of colour sees in that 
a hostile act against him- 
self. He sees in it a notice 
to him that he is not wanted 
in this country; that he is 
an enemy. To plant these 
feelings into the hearts of 
four-fifths of the population 
is the exact opposite of 
statesmanship. But then 
how can statesmanship be 
‘expected from men who see 
their, fellowmen only i 
terms of race? 


What South Africa needs 
is inspired leadership which 
will “awaken the White 
South African to the im- 
portance: of national unity 
as against White unity. We 
can bea very much better, 
happier and wealthier na- 
tion without White unity. 
White unity in the past bas 
brought to power men who 
were the known enemies 
of the democratic way of 
life, Because most White 
people believed them when 
they spoke of White unity, 
to day South Africans with 
2 White skin are no longer 
free men. ‘They are afraid 
of and suspect one another. 
‘They cannot move in and 
out of their country like 
free citizens, They, like 
the non-European, speak: in 
whispers and are now afraid 
of the Policeman: the sym- 
bol of White South Africa 
united.

SPEAKING at a meeting in 
‘Maritzburg on Thursday in 
connection with the "Day of the 
Covenant” celebrations, Mr: C.
